Horribly unpleasant and uncom¬ 
fortable are the facts that ha\;e been 
revealed m the course of the New 
York baker*' strike, not only in re¬ 
gard to the working conditions of the 
melt, but if] regard, also, to the ef¬ 
fect of these conditions upon the pro¬ 
duct of their labor—the bread wc cat. 
nie V^’oman'» Trade Union league 
of New Yoik, in a letter to The Bos¬ 
ton Common concerning the strike, 
says: 

“The strike at present ii confined 
to Iw'elve of the largest bakeries. The 
employers have so lai tefased to treat 
with the strikers at all. The strike 
was precipitated by Kteischman’s cut¬ 
ting of wages $t and $2 a week in 
December, and in April making an 
addition of two hours to the Satur¬ 
day work. The strikers are asking (or 
a nine-hour day and w’ages of $15, $15 
and $18 per week, to be paid to the 
helpers and second and first bench 
hands, respectively. The strikers 
complain of long hours (all work 
most be done standing) of to to 16 
per day: of unsanitary shops, unpro¬ 
tected machinery (men frequently 


and weighing machmrs.) “and nf rx- 
cesxive xpred in tlir large bakeries. 
'I’his *peed is the c,iu«c v»f many ac¬ 
cidents. It takes several men to 
weigh, knead, ami «.har>e a loaf in the 
large bakeries, and each man must 
keep up with the woTfi ahc.id. 

“The bakers are trusting to the 
union label to help them win. The 
woman’s committee of the Socialist 
party has been organuing an agita- 
tiim among the SMuucn fur union la¬ 
bel bread. The league is also work¬ 
ing on this end of the problem and on 
awakcniiv the public to a sense of; 
the importance of the subjeci.” 

The strikers argue that the onion; 
label U the only guarantee the pub¬ 
lic can have t^at its bread is made 
under sani<ary coodiiiuns and is not I 
polluted by literal 'Sw’eaiing'* of, and 
frequent accidents t^. the workers 
Among the many complaints brmighl 
by the bakers is that of excessively 
higb^temperalurei in the workrooms, 
and of being comprllrd to work not 
only sixteen hours .* ilay sometimes, 
but ten of these brnu'* at a stretch.<~
